P i RECLAIMS 
NEW ORLEANS’ 
HISTORIC AREA

NEW 
ORLEANS 
(UP) — The 
city’s first 
apartment 
buildings, 
constructed by a Spanish nobleman 
nearl 3r 100 years ago and once tem­ 
porary residence of the heir to the 
throne of France, have been re­ 
claimed through a WPA project 
and once more are a showplace of 
the city. 
For the past four years the WPA, 
in conjunction with the city, has 
been repairing the Pontalba build­ 
ings with manpower lent by the 
government and materials bought 
by the city. 
Nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars has been spent on 
reconditioning the buildings. Work­ 
men have recaptured much of the 
old charm of the structures, yet 
have installed every modern con­ 
venience. 
The story o f the old buildings 
goes back t o the turn of the 18th 
century when Don 
A lm o n aste r y 
Roxas, owner of the rights and 
patents to the City of New Orleans, 
died and was buried under the 
floor of the Cathedral de St. Louis, 
which he built. 
Daughte r Yie lde d T itle 
Although the old Don gave many 
buildings to 
New* 
Orleans, 
his 
daughter, Micela, 
surpassed 
him 
after his death by presenting the 
people of New Orleans all rights, 
titles and claims to the city and 
its government, thus relinquishing 
the title held by her father as Per­ 
petual Rigidor and Royal Alferez. 
But if Micela’s gift has been 
forgotten among the old archives in 
the Cabildo, which faces the Place 
d’ Armes, visitors recall it in the 
beautiful iron tracery on the bal­ 
conies of the Pontalbas, whose me­ 
dallions present the scroll initials 
of Micela Almonaster and her hus­ 
band, 
the 
Marquis de Pontalba. 
Ten years after building the Pont­ 
alba the couple 
sailed 
a way 
to 
France, never to return. European 
heirs, through their agents, sold 
the buildings to local philanthro­ 
pists, who gave one to the city and 
one to the state. 
In place of total disrepair and 
dilapidation the 77 apartments of 
the building given to the city have 
been 
restored. 
Marble 
mantles, 
many of them stolen or broken, 
w ere repaired, replaced or copied 
by WPA workmen on the premises. 
S om e apartments are even being 
furnished with period furniture. 
After its heyday the building 


Anally succum bed to the graduai 
decline of the neighborhood. Fam- 
ilies numbering as many as 15 of* 
ten lived in one room. 
Strange Condition* Found 
Repairing the structure has been 
only one item. Eviction of the ten­ 
ants was a problem. 
One man 
hadn’t been out of his room in 10 
years. 
He was so fat that the 
door frame had to be removed 
before he could leave. 
Another 
family had taken a calf to the 
third floor of the building and it 
grew to a full sized cow. 
The cote# 
had to be slaughtered. 
An aged 
tenant of 40 years finally was evict­ 
ed. 
Workmen found tons of gar­ 
bage in her attic apartment It had 
been deposited there by the woman 
over a period of nearly 50 years.

Now that the pu blic pretty gen erally be­ 
liev es that collectiv e bargain in g adds to the 
gen eral wage lev el of the people, a stu dy oi 
statistical Un ited States cen su s in formation 
made bv Presiden t Pickerin g of the Far- 
rel-Birmin gham compan y , In c., is of in terest. 
They hav e issu ed a little folder settin g 
forth the an n u al rate of pay as ascertain ed 
from the Un ited States cen su s of man u fac­ 
tu rers. It compares six of the major u n ion ­ 
ized an d n on -u n ion ized man u factu rin g in du s­ 
tries from 19 23 to 19 29 .

petroleu m refin in g, tires an d tu bes, bread 
an d bakery , meat packin g, flou r an d grain , 
chemicals.* The av erage for this grou p for 
the y ear 19 23 was $1289 . For the same grou p, 
for the y ear 19 26 , the av erage was S136 9 . 
This is an in crease of 6 .2 per cen t. 
The u n ion ized in du stries in clu de men ’s 
clothin g, leather, shoes an d boots, silk an d 
ray on , kn it goods, cotton . The av erage for 
this grou p was S9 9 1 a y ear compared with 
$1289 for the same y ear for the n on -u n ion ­ 
ized grou p. The av erage for the u n ion ized 
grou p for 19 29 was $9 73 compared with 
$136 9 for the n on -u n ion ized. 
From the y ear 19 23 to 19 29 , the n on - 
u n ion ized grou p an n u al wage in creased 6 .2
